12 slices bacon (about ¥; pound) crumbled 2 cups light cream 
or turkey, cut into cubes to equal 3/4 t salt

1 cup shredded natural Swiss cheese (4 ounces) 1/8 t cayenne red pepper 


If you don't like Swiss, use Cheddar 
1/3 cup minced onion 


Heat oven to 425. Prepare pastry for 9-inch One-crust pie as directed on package. 
Sprinkle bacon or turkey, cheese and onion in pastry-lined pie pan. With rotary 
beater, blend remaining ingredients; pout into pie pan. Bake 15 minutes. 


Reduce oven temperature to 300. Bake pie 30 minutes longer or until knife inserted 
1 inch from edge comes out clean. Let pie stand 10 minutes before cutting. Serve 
in wedges. 6 servings. 


For lunch or brunch in the grand manner-a class do-ahead to assemble just 
before baking, to serve with asparagus, hard rolls and cake for dessert.

CURRENT HEALTH LEGISLATION 
Mary Barton, OSR Rep. 


Dr. Henry Foley administrator of the Health Resources 
Administration summarized HEW'S proposals for the direc- 
tion of health manpower legislation as follows: 


-reduction or possible elimination of capitation support 
to medical schools. 


-reduction of size of medical student bodies over the next 
few years. (Medical school enrollments are at an all time 
high of 62,242 medical students in 124 medical schools - 
4% increase over last year. First year students in the 
Fall 1978 totaled 16,530 - a 2% growth over the previous 
year. 


-development of a grant program designed to increase the 
number of primary care personnel. 


-extend and expand authority for educational assistance to 
the disadvantaged. 
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-provide more flexible authority for NHSC scholarships 
so so the 90% of the funds do not have to go to students 
in medicine, osteopathy, and dentistry. 


-elimination of financial distress grants. 


-increase use of the private practice option in repayment 
of NHSC. 

-attract non-scholarship physicians to private practice in 
shortage areas through loans or grants designed to facili- 
tate establishing a practice in a shortage area. 


Some recent regulations supporting these objectives: 


is NHSC scholarships awarded this year total 5,249 - a 50% 
increase over last year - 2,703 of these are for students 
of medicine and osteopathy. These awards average $11,000 
per student. The number of scholarship recipients 
starting obligated service rose from 232 in fiscal 1977 
to 420 in 1978 and is expected to reach 940 on 1979. 


Zs HEW's Bureua of Health Manpower has published interim 
regulations for Health Professions Student loan program 
(HPSL). HPSL loans may now be made only to students 
with “exceptional financial need". This is defined as 
"no resources available to meet the cost of attending 

..school". The AAMC is urging the following modifi- 
cation - students having resources up to 50% of the 
costs of attending their institution.

VALENTINE'S TREAT 
Transfer Directions: 


i Apply transfer only on 100% woven canadian goose 
down (non-radioactive) or less than 65%-70% goose 
down and 30%-35% trs (for non-smokers only). With 
other fabrics the transfer tends to fall off in 
the washing machine or during light rain. If you 
never plan on washing the garment you may use any 
material you wish. 


2. Test the fabric first by touching the tip of the 
iron to an inconspicuous spot (we suggest the pit 
area) to make sure it can take the heat. If the 
material turns black or melts the material has 
failed the test and you should turn its' anonymity 
number in to the Registrar's office immediately. 


Be With your Mr. Snippy or your dull edged scissors, 
carefully cut out the transfer and place it face 
down on the fabric. 
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4, Spread a liberal amount of adhesive on the back 
of the transfer and then carefully turn the 
transfer right side up. The glue should now be 
positioned between the fabric and the transfer - 
if it isn't - go back to step #2 and try again. 


ay With the iron set carefully on "OFF" place the 
iron over the transfer and “apply direct pressure" 
for 4.5 minutes. Be very careful about excess 
adhesive which may seep out when pressure is 
applied. This may cause the iron to become 
attached to the fabric making for a very heavy 
garment. If this does occur - go back to step 
#2 and try again.

CURRENT HEALTH LEGISLATION 
by Mary Barton, OSR Rep. 


1. The Liason Committee on Graduate Medical Education (LCGME) 
has approved changing the current designation for graduate 
medical programs from Categorical, Categorical*, and 
Flexible to and Mixed. 


Categorical designation for those embarking directly upon specialty 
training. This training may be totally in one discipline or 

a mixture of educational experiences at the discretion of the 
program. All settings, however, must be in programs accredited 

by LCGME. 


Mixed designation is limited to institutions which have accredited 
programs in internal medicine and at least two other accredited 
programs from among family medicine, OB/GYN, pathology, pediatrics, 
radiology, and surgery. Three quarters of the year must be done 
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educational settings directly supervised by faculty from 
accredited specialty programs. The remaining quarter may 

be in settings developed by the program director and approved 
by an institutional committee composed of at least representa- 
tion from the provider program. Most of the experience must 
be in settings where transitional year residents are in 
immediate contact with senior residents of the particular 
specialty. 


2. The Joint Commission on Accreditation of Hospitals (JCAH) has 
established a new four-level guide for hospital emergency room 
accreditation: 


LEVEL I: 24 hour comprehensive emergency care with at least 
one physician experienced in emergency care on duty in the 
ER area with in-hospital physician coverage in medicine, 
surgery, orthopedics, OB/GYN, pediatrics, and anesthesiology. 
Other specialty consultation must be available in 30 minutes. 


LEVEL II: 24 hour emergency care with at least one physician 
experienced in emergency care on duty in the ER area and 
specialty consultation available within 30 minutes by members 
of the medical staff or by senior level residents. 


LEVEL III: 24 hour emergency care with at least one physician 
available in the ER area within 30 minutes through a medical 
staff call roster. Specialty consultation shall be available 
by request. 


LEVEL IV: reasonable care in determining whether an emergency 
exists, the rendering of life-saving first aid, and the appro- 
priate referral to the nearest capable facilities. 


3. Age Discrimination Act permits an individual aggrieved by an 
alleged act of age discrimination to institute a court action 
after exhausting administrative rememdies (or 180 days after 
filing an administrative complaint if the agency or department 
has made no finding with regard to the complaint.) The ban on 
age discrimination cannot take effect before 7/1/79. Regula- 
tions have not yet been published. 


4. The new presidential budget FY 1979 - includes the following 
recisions for health programs. 


-decrease $68 million for MOD-VOPP capitation (Medical-Osteopathy- 
Dental-Veterinary-Optometry-Podiatry-Pharmacy) 


-decrease $10 million for the Health Profession Loan Program. 
-decrease $84 million from emergency medical training. 
1980 Proposals include the following changes: 


-elimination of capitation and Health Profession Loan funding. 
-increase National Health Service Corps Scholarship by $5 million. 
-increase $137 million for funding of preventive health programs. 
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-$194 million for programs aimed at reforming the health 
system, 


These are all presidential proposals and are subject to 
committee changes and approval by the House and Senate 
within 45 Congressional working days of the President 
recision request.

The Alumni Association has a name as long as our Medical 
Center. St.Luke's Hospital Training School first 
graduated nurses in 1887 and the Alumnae Association, 

St. Luke's Hospital School of Nursing was formed in 1896. 
In 1903 the School of Nursing Presbyterian Hospital, 
Chicago was opened and the Alumnae Association was started 
in 1906 when the first class graduated. The two Alumnae 
Associations were merged in 1960 following the merger of 
Presbyterian and St.Luke's Hospitals. The Presbyterian- 
St.Luke's Nurses Alumni Association became one of the 
largest nursing alumni groups by combining the graduates 
of St.Luke's, Presbyterian, and Presbyterian-St.Luke's. 
With the last class that graduated in 1968, there were 
7,221 graduates with over 2,000 members of the Alumni 
Association. 


Rush University was established in 1972 and the College 
of Nursing enrolled the first class in 1973. The 
Alumni Association changed their charter and name to 
Rush Presbyterian St. Luke's Nurses Alumni Association 
and it now includes the graduates of all four schools. 
The purposes of the Association are: 


A. to unite the graduates of Rush University, College 
of Nursing, Presbyterian-St.Luke's Hospital School 
of Nursing, School of Nursing of the Presbyterian 
Hospital, and St.Luke's Hospital School of Nursing, 
for mutual assistance, protection and preservation 
of fellowship; 


B. to promote the professional and educational advance- 
ment of nursing; 


C. to support the interests of Rush University, College 
of Nursing. 


In addition to donating $60,000 to equip the Psychomotor 
Skills Laboratory in the College of Nursing, the Alumni 
Association also grants scholarships to alumni members 
and to students in the College of Nursing.

Necessity Project”, is advising member plans to pay for routine diagnostic tests

In the near future physicians will be asked for a satisfactory 
justification of particular procedures. In addition, 42 surgical and medical pro- 
cedures of uncertain value have been elimanated for reimbursement. Twenty-six 
diagnostic laboratory procedures now considered outmoded, unnecessary, unreliable,

nds abilities and skills of five varieties: observation; communication; motor 

iction{ conceptual, integrative, and quantitative abilities; and benavioral and 
social attributes. Included in the report are sample questions illustrating 
how medical schools might assess individuals in the above areas. 

Other conclusions of the panel include: 

= The degree is, and must remain, a broad, undifferentiated degree attesting 
to |the acquisition of general knowledce in all fields of medicine and the basic 
sxjlls requisite for the practice of nedicine. 

- All stucents of medicine must possess those intellectual, ethical, physical 
and emotional capabilities required to undertake the full curriculum and to achieve 
the levels of competence required by the faculty. 

_ = Although certain handicaps or combinations of handicaps will prevent some 
candidates from meeting these minimun technical standards, indivadual schools dhould 
take all necessary steps to prevent unjustified discreimination against the handicapped.

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The Rush Reporter Recipes from Rena 


MAKE EASTER MERRY 


Add that special touch of luxury to your Easter parties. Follow these lovely recipes 
to enchant your Easter guests by adding the artistic effect. Remember the Easter 
colors - yellow, green and purple. 


Champagne Cocktail - Gold Champagne 1 Bt - (26 oz) white champagne 
1 can -(6 oz) frozen orange juice 


Chill champagne thoroughly. Reconstitute orange juice according to lable directions 
(using ice water). Add champagne, mix gently. Just before serving a few cubes can 
be added if necessary to chill. 


Easter Punch - pt bottle of grape juice 

2 cans frozen Temon juice combined with 4 cups water 

1 qt Gingerale 
Combine all ingredients in a punch bowl. Add ice cubs. Garnish top with thinly 
slice lemon wedges. Garnish platter with lemons or galak leaves with bunches of 
frosted grapes or colorful fresh fruits. 


Tulip Eggs - Hard cook eggs. Shell and place them into red, green and other colored 
water. Pick up with a large spoon and drain them on a cake coolor or towel. When 
completely cool take your paring knife, cut three rounded petals on small end of 
egg. Remove surplus white of egg to show egg yolk. Place a whole colve in center 
of yolk. Insert green onion stems in large end, and arrange tulips attractively 

on hors d' oeuvres platter. 


Ham with Strawberry Sauce - 1-61b semi-boneless fully cooked ham or a 5 1b can ham 
may be used. 


Strawberry Sauce 


2 - 10 oz package frozen strawberries (thrawed) 
2T cornstarch 

1/2 t cinnamon 

1/2 t ground cloves 


Preheat oven to 325. Place ham fat side up on rack in open roasting pan. Roast 
2 to 2% hours. About thirty minutes before ham is done make sauce. 


In a 2 qt saucepan place strawberries, cornstarch, cinnamon and cloves. Cook until 
thickened. Baste ham with sauce. Serve left over sauce over ham slices. Makes

All students of the Medical Center are eligible to apply for key card 
parking privileges. The quarterly rate for unreserved parking is $54.00. 
In addition all key cards issued require a $10.00 cash deposit, refundable 
upon return of Card. All day shift key card holders are urged to use lots 
"E" and "F", entrance on Flournoy, leaving the other lots available for 
patients and visitors. All key cards can be used for access to the bridge 
doors at the overpass to the 4th level of the Academic Facility. The 
key card is to be used by the individual ONLY, who it was issued to. 

ANY ONE FRAUDULENTLY USING A KEY CARD IS SUBJECT TO DISCIPLINARY ACTION 
AND/OR REVOCATION OF PARKING PRIVILEGES. 


2) Operating Instructions: 
Your key card must be inserted into the key card receptacle with 


the arrow pointing in and held in the receptacle a few seconds until 

the gate opens. The key card must first be used in the entrance to enter 
and then the exit when leaving. The card will not open a gate any other 
way. 


3) Office Hours 
The parking office is open 24 hours a day, seven days a week. However, 
for the purpose of obtaining key cards, decals and conducting routine

4) Decals 

All students who drive and park vehicles at the Medical Center are 
required to display a current vehicle sticker.

CURRENT HEALTH LEGISLATION - Mary Barton Representative to 
the Organization of Student 
Reps of the AAMC 
Truth in Testing. 
On July 14, Gov. Carey of New York signed into law a bill 
that requires the public disclosure of standardized test 
questions and answers that are intended for use in admission 
to institutions of higher education, 30 days after the 
administration of each test. In response to this, the 
administration of the new MCAT will be discontinued in New 
York state effective January 1, 1980. The AAMC sees this 
as a threat to the maintenance of high quality test material in 
that the exam helps to predict a student's future performance 
as a medical student and later as a physician. This requires 
testing of specific areas for which there is a limited 
number of high quality test questions. 


Ralph Nader contests this position as a bluff by the AAMC - 
one which wes refuted by test experts from across the country 
ata hearing before the New York Senate and Assembly of Higher 
Education Committees. He claims this as "an irresponsible 
act against the people of New York without the approval of 
the New York medical schools and without even attempting 

to present evidence to justify such a precipitous action." 


This is all part of a "Truth in Testing" philosophy. There 
are nowtwo bills, similar to the above, before the House 
Subcommittee on Elementary, Secondary, and Vocational 
Education. 


On the subject of testing - the AAMC with the NBME is in 
the process of developing a Medical Sciences Knowledge Pro- 
file (MSKP) to replace the COTRANS in June, 1980. It will 
no longer be possible to sponsor US citizens enrolled in 
foreign medical schools for the National Board Part I exam. 
The MSKP will be open to all US citizens and permanent 
resident aliens. Enrollment in medical school will not be 
required. Scores will be compared against a population of 
US sophomore medical students.

Housestaff - employees or students? 

The Thompson Amendment which would define residents and 
fellows as employees for purposes of the National Labor 
Relations Act is now in hearings before the Subcommittee 
on Labor-Management Relations of the US House Committee on 
Education and Labor. Testifying in support of the legis- 
lation were the Physicians National Housestaff Association 
and the AMA. Testimony opposed to the legislation was 
presented by the AAMC, the College of American Physicians. 


The right of housestaff to collective bargain has been an 
issue for several years. In 1976, after a series of house- 
staff strikes, the National Labor Relations:Board (NLRB) 

was asked to intervene. The NLRB ruled against the peti- 
tioning housestaff declaring that "they participate in these 
programs not for the purpose of earning a living; instead 
they are there to pursue the graduate medical education that 
is a requirement for the practice of medicine.” 


The NLRB did, however, reserve the option of hearing other 
petitions and deciding in each instance whether the training 
or the service aspect was more prominent. In the meantime, 
those organizations seeking the redefinition of housestaff 
as employees sought legislative relief. In the fall of 

1976 Frank Thompson (D-NJ) introduced his bill before the 
House. It has been debated and reintroduced in each subse- 
quent Congress.

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This reporter, coming from the Woodward and Bernstein 
school of journalism, has come upon a news story that 
will affect many at Rush University. A highly informed 
administrative source, has divulged that the parking 
garage, located on the corner of Harrison and Paulina 
Streets, will cease to exist within a year. 


This announcement came as a result of a meeting held 
last week by the Space Management Committee. It seems 
that with the recent addition to the parking garage, and 
the high cost of gasoline keeping many drivers away, 

the utilization of the space in the parking garage has 
been extremely poor. Therefore, a parking garage is no 
longer necessary. 


The question arose of what to do with the structure. The 
committee solicited ideas from throughout the Medical 
Center complex. 


After much deliberation, the committee recommended that 
the structure be converted into the Rush University 
Athletic Complex. Late last night the Board of Trustees 
adopted the resolution. 


Several ideas and changes are now in the offing. The 
current parking garage director, Glenn Harer, has been 
hired on an interim basis as Rush University's first 
athletic director. When reached for comment he was 
evasive, but did mention some of the ideas planned for 
the new complex. 


The current exit ramp will be converted into a bobsled 
run next winter with downhill skiing on the ramp on 
Saturdays only. This run should not be attempted by 
novices however, Harer cautioned. 


All currently abandoned cars will be lined up side by 

side for barrel jumping enthusiasts. The cars will be 
placed on the upper level after a six inch sheet of ice 

is in place. All participants will be given approximately 
100 yards to build up enough speed to become airborne 

to leap over the cars. Parachutes will also be issued 

for those jumpers who accidentally jump over the guard 
rails. 
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The traditional indoor facilities normally associated with an 
athletic complex are also being considered. Plans are on the 
drawing board for converting the toll booths into saunas. 

Shower facilities will be on the ground floor, thereby utilizing 
rain water collected from upper floors. A weight room was going 
to be installed on the third level of the facility, but there was 
some concern about the weights rolling to the lower levels. 
Hopefully, a new location will be found. All former cement park- 
ing barriers will be placed on stands to be used as balance beams 
for gymnastics. 


Finally, 98 bowling lanes will be installed on the second level. 
Forty-nine of these lanes will be built on a downward slope and 
the other forty nine will be built with an upward slope. This 
is a new concept for bowling, and Harer is hoping it may catch 
on throughout the midwest. 


Spring activities include the installation of tennis courts on 
the upper level. The rules of the game will change slightly 
with only two balls issued to the participants. When the two 
balls are lost, the game will be over. 


Pole vaulting for those under five feet tall will also be held in 
the Spring. This will take place on the third level. Another 
track event scheduled is straight line javelin throwing. 


These plans are all tentative according to the new athletic director. 
However, the dedication ceremonies have already been solidified. 
World class runners have been invited to try to break the record 

for the uphill and downhill half-mile. The existing record stands 
at two hours and fourteen minutes uphill and thirty-two seconds 
downhill.

SUMMARY OSR -— AAMC NEWS 

A summary of the Annual Organization of Student Representatives - 
Association of American Medical Colleges meeting in Washington 

D.C. November 3 - 6. Submitted by Mary Barton - OSR representative. 


The following resolutions, passed by the OSR reflect the focus of 
interest and effort for the coming year: 


1. The guarantee of due process in defining guidelines for 
student evaluation and promotion. 
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2. That the OSR explore means of incorporating other topics, i.e. 
nutrition, gerantology, sexuality, into the pre-clinical 
curriculum and that this be a part of an overall move to 
evaluate current curricula. 


On November 8 the Senate Subcommittee on Nutrition held a 
hearing on the present status of nutrition training for health 
professionals. 


3. That the OSR encourage the AAMC to consider representation of 
housestaff in the organization. Discussion of this issue 
reflected support on the part of the OSR for the Thompson 
amendment which is scheduled to be voted on by the House on 
November 15 or 16. This bill would define housestaff as 
employees for purposes of the NLRB. 


4. That the National board exam undergo two fundamental and basic 
changes: Pass/Fail performance as the only record. Notification 
of scores be restricted to students and licensing boards. 


This issue was discussed in detail due to the apparent shift in 

use of NBME from licensure to evaluation and the eventual replace- 
ment of the NBME by FLEX for licensure. It was argued that it 

is now possible to withold test scores from the medical school 

by writing a special letter to the NBME. This is to be investigated 
further. 


5. That the OSR assign a committee to investigate the effect of 
the New York Standardized Testing Act on the medical community. 


On November 9 the AAMC filed suit against the State of New York. 

It states that the New York Freedom of Information Law is an 
infringement of the association's copyright of the MCAT and is, 
therefore, a violation of the Federal Copyright Act and deprives 
the AAMC of its property without due process of law. In order 

to give students a more detailed picture of their own strengths 

and weaknesses, the AAMC has offered to expand its report to 
examinees by providing 11 subcores: 3 for biology, 5 for chemistry, 
and 3 for physics. 


6. That the OSR investigate the use of the GME questionnaire for 
the keeping of records regarding graduate's experiences at Other 
institutions. 


There were Several fine presentations in small groups: 


1. Working with the political process in health outlined the 
following guideline for effective input: 


Pick an issue of importance to you 
research it - KNOW THE FACTS 
contact the people in power 

BE THERE 


don't get discouraged - don't connect success with ego. 
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This sounds elementary - Poli Sci 101 all over again! It is. 
But it is also important in attaining any goal - be it local, 
i.e. losing anonymity, or national, i.e. funding of medical 
education. 


2. Stress and self-relaxation techniques were eloquently addressed 
by Dr. Lester Libo from the Western region. He described 
several possible reactions to stress: Autonomic (perspiring) 
viceral (upset stomach, diarrhea), and central (headaches) or 
any combination thereof. When faced with stress we have 
several options: 


a. Leave 

b. Change the situation 

c. Intensive Psychoanalysis 
d. Treat the symptoms 


He taught us several self-relaxation techniques. I have copies 
of his handout for anyone interested - it is informative and concise. 


Other small group discussions included: The medical school 
accreditation process, the role of support systems in medical school, 
and cost effectiveness in education.
